To T he E v en in g T el eg r a p h : 
As we find ourselves at home here 
io Korea, we wonder which of our many 
new experiences will b e most 
esting to the people in the b ome-lancl. 
Our stay of two days in Yokohama 
and Tokio was full of interest. 
We 
rode in tb e rikstaas around ’V okob ama 
visiting Shinto and Buddihist Tem­ 
ples then b ought first class tickets on 
the railroad to Tokio. This trip was 
like an Arab ian Nights Story and we 
really felt as if suddenly the stone 
would b e rolled b ack and we would 
open our eyes to find it all a dream. 
The clap clap of wooden shoes at every 
station followed b y the guard’s shrill 
whistle as the train slowly pulled out; 
the advertising b illb oards with their 
Old pictures and the immense Japa­ 
nese characters against the b ill sides, 
varied the 
monotony of the 
trip 
through the rice fields. 
A t Tokio, we took riksb as to the 
Ro y al) Zoological Gardens wfaeffc we 
saw as)fine a collection of animals and 
b irds as America could b oast. 
Bab y 
was as much of a curosfty to tb e 
Japanese, b ecause of his fairness, as 
they were to us. A t times, they 
crowded around us so we could not 
move forward and the riksha men had 
to clear them away b v force. 
The Japanese seem such a happy 
people, even the children go singing 
along the street with their country’s 
flag in their hand. 
We also 
were 
all 
through the 
Royal Palace grounds and tb e Foreign 
Settlem ent * where are all the Lega­ 
tion residences 
As we ',rode through the Japanese 
quarter, we noticed wherever the war 
pictures were posted there was an 
eager crowd. Some of the Japanese 
women aie very tine looking; one who 
rode up in tb e car with us had a fine 
face, even though her b rows were 
penciled and her 
cheeks and 
lips 
highly colored. 
In Kob e, where we Btayed three 
days in an English hotel, we ssw more 
of the stores and temples, visited an 


the Russian b oats, tb e Variag, 
and 
Corietz, one of them b eing nearly 
ready to b e raised. The harb or was 
full of men of war, and tb e customs 
officers told us many stories of the war 
tim es 
A t Cb innampo, Mrs. Ford, theother 
lady of onr party, and myself sUyed 
in tb e home of Capt. Barstow (the 
captain of 
tb e 
company’s 
steam 
launch,) a Korean hou*e, with Korean 
servants, b ut Mrs. Barstow was a very 
delightful Japanese lady. 
We stayed there several days w ait­ 
ing for Mr. Crawford, who was to 
return with Capt. Barstow when the 
launch b rought down the b ullion. 
The day after his arrival we started 
out again, going out to sea and then 
up the coast to the Anju River and up 
the river to the old walled town of 
Anju. 
We spent one afternoon on 
the 
launch high and dry on the sand where 
the tide left us, w ith five miles of sand 
b etween us and shore and the b oat ly­ 
ing on its side. The coast of Korea is 
very treacherous, b eing one mass of 
small islands w ith sw ift currents and 
many sandb ars, and a little deviation 
from our course left us on the sand 
b ar as the tide receded its usual 25 or 
30 feet. The great rise and fall in the 
river makes It alm ost as b ad and as we 
went the last five miles up the river 
in a large sampan, the eight b oatmen

3 sen or li cents: a Satsuma and a 
Cloisonne china manufactory, and b est 
of all, a festival a t one of tb e temples 
This festival made me think of a poli­ 
tical rally, for men were 
making 
speeches, musicians were playing and 
everything was to b e sold in the 
streets nearb y, while the decorations 
were flags flying 
everywhere. 
We 
didn’t care to stay too long at a time, 
for the crowd was dense and the odors 
were more dense. 
We sailed from Kob e at noon, Oct. 
2, on a small Japanese steamship, our 
party taking all the first class cab ins. 
Our trip was from Kob e to Cb innampo, 
toppin g at Mojl,—the G ib raltar 
of 
Japan crossing the Korean S trait to 
Fusan, Korea, our first Korean town, 
s a i l i n g arouad to Mukpo on the South­ 
west coast, and from thence to Chem­ 
ulpo, and then to Chinnampo, arriv­ 
ing there Oct. 8. 
We travelled nights 
and laid in port during the day, and 
most of our party were very thankful 
it was so, for the waters through 
which the we passed were very rough 
for a small b oat, and our b oat turned 
somersaults most of the nights, b ut 
Rowland and JL were good sailors so we 
didn't mind. 
In Mojl harb or our b oat s flags were 
not up and two torpedo b oats shot out 
from the land, b ut returned when they 
saw we were under the Japanese flag. 
We saw many transports going and 
coming, and a t Chemulpo a t low tide, 


b eing on other ponies lead b y coolies. 
We went 3 2 miles the first day and 
not quite as far the next day, reach­ 
ing Tab owie the main camp Oct. 17, 
having b een 3 » days on the way. 
Our chair trips through the native 
villages ab ounded In funny Incidents. 
The natives come right around us and 
if one lets them will feel of your cloth­ 
ing, your hands, etc., b ut scatter at 
the slightest move tow ards them . 
They call us “ the white devils” and 
think the reason we are so white 
skinned is b ecause we drink milk, 
The Koreans never milk their cows 
merely keep them for b easts of b u r­ 
den. 
Of tb e Koreans, their homes and 
customs, I will write iater. 
We are ab out to go into our own 
home, a house b uilt after the Korean 
style with some American im prove­ 
ments. 
All war news comes to us through 
the Kob e, Japan, papers and is usually 
a m onth old. 
The foreigners 
at tb e ports we 
touched all think Japan’s suocesses 
are b ut tem porary and Russia wilt 
eventually win, a t least they seem to 
hope so, a sentim ent which is really
